Lightning _...... by Dick, KC80U 


Since we are part of the populace that lives in "Tornado Alley", much useful information is readily available on 
what to do and how to react to such storms via radio, TV, and the printed media. However, there is a more 
constant danger lurking in those stormy skies, and that is the problem of "LIGHTNING". It seldom gets the 
coverage it deserves. 


Since Ben Franklin flew his kite into a thunderstorm, much has been learned about the devastating consequenc 
that can be suffered due to lightning. Watching storm activity from a spacecraft illustrates the frightening 
frequency with which the earth is struck by lightning. 


Some surprising statistics: The average lightning stroke is 6 miles long. A bolt can reach 50,000 degrees F 
(hotter than the sun)! Never strikes twice in the same place? I recently saw a video of 5 strikes in rapid 

> succession to an oil well site, setting it on fire. All areas of the country are susceptible to lightning, but the most 
susceptible is the area bounded by Tampa, Orlando, and Ft. Myers Florida. This area alone has seen 362 deaths 
and 1241 injuries from lightning since 1959, and averages 25 major cloud/ground strikes per square mile each 
year. Only the Amazon River Basin in Central Africa has more of this type of activity. 


To determine how far away a particular flash of lightning might be, count the seconds (thousand-one,thousand 
two, etc.) from the time you see the flash until you hear the clap of thunder. When you hear the thunder, stop 
counting and divide the number of seconds by five to get the distance in miles. Example...15 seconds from the 
flash to the boom, divided by 5, puts the lightning at 3 miles away from your location. 


Make sure the power coming into your house is well grounded. Many are poorly protected with a superficial 
ground...check yours out! It also makes sense to ground ham and TV antennas, disconnect the Cable TV, and 
even detach phone lines from your computer, BEFORE the storm is on top of you. Refrain from using 

the telephone during a thunderstorm ...unless for an emergency. Stay away from large picture windows and 


fireplaces. If you are a golfer, use wooden shaft umbrellas, and leave the course quickly, don't wait, if threatening 
weather is approaching. 


If caught in the open, stay away from trees and power line poles. If you can't find shelter, seek protection in a 
culvert or a ditch. If your hair begins to stand on end, drop immediately to your knees, and bend forward with 
« your hands on your knees...lightning is close to striking you or something nearby! 


Nature can be beautiful, and other times awesome...be prepared!
